A Peculiar Proceeding in Probate Court Friday 


Morning-Affairs of a Day in the Licking 


County Court House—Realty Transfers. 


A peculiar proceeding was held in 


probate i court Friday morning before 
Probate Judge W. A. Jrvine.tliat has. 


few if any counterparts in the history 
of-the Licking county probate cciut 


The proceeding was the filing for 


probate of the will of Carl Kinmns- 
land, a young Gorman who died early 
this week of 
pneumonia, 
his

known relatives being a mere and 
nephew in Germany. 


The will offered for probate ivae a 


verbal will, known in the law as a 
run cupative will., and was made by 
the testator in the pres'ence of three 
legal witnesses, who are Jacob Stoin- 
kemper, Antone Oberfield and Louis 
Moors. The law governing such a 
will is best explainsd in the language 
of the Statute, which is section 51-31, 
and reads as follows: 


"A verbal will, made in the last 


sickness, shall be valid in respect to 
personal estate, if reduced to writing 
and subscribed by two competent dis- 
interested witnesses, within tea days 
after the speaking of the testamentary 
words; and if it be proved, by sa'd 
witness, that the testator 
was of 


Fcund mind and memory, and not un- 
der restraint, and called upon some 
person present at the time the testa- 
mentary words were spoken, to bear 
testimony to said disposition as his 
will." 


All these conditions were complied 


with by Rinninslaiid, during Ins last

reassuring statements. It is now evi- 
dent that these statements pertained 
solely to the immediate effect of the 
throat opration. They went no fur- 
ther, than that. Nor were the scien- 
tists then very clear in their defini- 
tion of the malady which afflicted the 
Kaiser. Now reports are coming from 
Europe that '"an alarming turn may 
be looked for in the emperor's condi- 
tion." Plainly the throat trouble was 
only a symptom of a deep-seated af- 
fliction.

TRIP ON FOOT 


FROM HEBRON TO PHILADELPHIA 


IN YEAR 1844. 


Augustus Gill Tells of Experience in 


Taking ''Bunch" of Cattle to 


Eastern Market. 


People nowadays, with all modern 


facilities for 
travelling 
by 
water, 


steam and electricity, do not realize 
what' it meant to travel a consider- 
able distance fifty or sixty years ago, 
when a great deal of the travelling 
was done on foot. 


An Advocate reporter realized this 


very forcibly a day or two ago when 
hearing an account of some youthful 
experiences ot Mr. "Augustus Gill, a 
well known citizen of this county, who 
is well preserved past the years of 
three score and ten. 


>Ir. Gill gave an interesting account 


of a trip he took with a drove of cat- 
tle sixty years ago, when he conducted 
them to the eastern market Mr. Gill 
who was then a young man in his 
teens, and two other 
young men. 


started from Hebron on foot along 
rhe National Pike to take a drove of 
211 cattle to the eastern market at 
Philadelphia. 
They started on elec- 


tion day, 1844, when James K. Polk 
was the Democratic candidate for 
President, and Henry Clay the Whig 
candidate. 


The three young men boasted one 


horse among them, which Gill princi- 
pally rode, going ahead to make ar- 
rangements at th e different 
stock 


fields and taverns a^ong the road fo- 
the night's entertainment for man and 
beast. They travelled as far as they 
could each day, driving 
the cattle 


along ahead of them, and did not stop 
for rest or dinner at noon. 
They 


travelled on Sundays the same as week 
days, and the only rest they took was 
at night. They watered the cattle as 
they went along at the various streams 
near the roadside, and at night ib.3 
cattle were fed in stock fields and pas- 
tures which were maintained all along 
rhe road for that purpose, and the 
drovers of the cattle were entertained 
at drovers' taverns which were numer- 
ous and of an excellent quality. 


One interruption they constantly en- 


countered was the toll gates then in 
existence every ten miles of the way. 


A very interesting part of the jour- 


ney was the trip through the moun- 
tains, in which wild beasts, bear, deer, 
etc., still roamed. 


On arriving at the Ohio river the 


cattle were compelled to s%vim across, 
there being no bridge at that time. 


The trip from Hebron to Philadel- 


phia on foot with the catttle occupied 
forty-two days, or nearlv one month 
and a half, somewhat longer than it 
would take to go by rail at the pres- 
ent day. The cattle were sold at Phil- 
adelphia and the trip back to Hebron 
was made by the stage coach, which 
was considered a great improvement 
over walking in those clays. 


A pleasing 
incident of the 
trip 


.vhich Mr. Gill has not forgotten, was 
the fact that just as he left Hebron 
for Philadelphia he 
met 
the Jata 


Abram Flory, Esq., who was then a 
resident of Hebron. 
Mr. Fiory who 


was then 
a strong Whig, bantered 


roung Gill to bet horses on the resulc 
of the election. Gill took him up and 
jet his horsp on Polk against Flory's 
on Clay. The result is well known 
tiistory.

The soapstoiK' jjriddlo is one of tbc 


easiest of p-iddk-s to manage nnd ons! 
no house-keeper should be without if 
she desires to surpass in the art of 
griddli'cakos. 


Many houwkeppors havp hoard of the 


difficulties attendant upon a soapstone 
griddle and thus have been discouraged 
from buying one, but these ditlicultles 
are purely imaginary. Once you know 
how to manage your griddle you will 
never eat the grease soaked, heavy 
things you once called cakes. 


Now, 
the secret of the soapstone 


griddle is to have it hot, not what you 
may call hot, but really hot. 


Put the griddle inside of your stove 


or range the night before, this pre- 
caution that you may not forget it in 
the rush of the morning meals, so that 
it will get the very first heat your tire 
gives out. 


When you need your oven for baking 


put the griddle on top of the stove. 


By the time you are ready to cook 


cakes you will have a griddle that will 
cook immediately and will be light and 
spongy. 


Above all tilings do not grease your 


griddle. Therein lies its charm. 


Soapstone being porous, the grease 


soaks in, and the mess you will makfi 
of the whole business will indeed be 
discouraging. 


If your griddle has already become 


grease soaked by some uninterested 
cook or~through your own ignorance 
take a chisel and scrape off the upper 
surface. 


The soapstone, being soft, will rnoie 


easily; afterward wash thoroughly 
and you have restored your griddle tc 
its pristine glory. 


The price often holds one back from 


buying what one considers a luxury 
but the saving of fat which must be 
nsed on other griddles will in time 
pay for the soapstone one, and the de 
liciousness of the cakes will rewtirc 
you time after time for any sacrir.c? 
made to obtain it. 


One great care, however, must be 


taken—do not drop your griddle, as the 
disaster to soapstone is without rem 
edy. It breaks easily because of its 
composition.—Dunbar Hopkins in Ta 
ble Talk.
